Trotting a milo in 2:00%, Zom­ 
rect, the Covina stallion owned 
by Jack FltzGerald, made his­ 
tory Tuesday afternoon at Col­ 
umbus, Ohio. 
The previous rec­ 
ord for California-bred 
stallions 
has been 2:07, held by San Fran­ 
cisco, and it was 
FitzGerald's 
fondest 
hope 
that 
Zomrect, 
a 
half brother to the former title- 
holder, would lower the mark his 
first season on the grand circuit,

Just a year ago last January Jack 
FitzGerald bought from the Kleinmoyor 
estate a shaggy black stallion with his 
main and tail londed with burrs that 
had been collected during his roamings 
over the Covina hills. 
The horse at

dit to a Chinaman's vegetable wagon, 
and only a veteran horseman like Fitz­ 
Gerald wonld hove considered this wild 
five-year-old 
£ possible champion. 


FitzGerald, however, looked to the 
lineage of the horse and took that into 
consideration when he decided to name 
him Zomrect. 
He debated a long time 
about naming the colt.

no oranges in their summer, which is 
our fall, nnd o u r navels a r e shipped to 
meet their demand. The importance of 
the Australian m a r k e t can be judged

there in 
llilO. 
A carload 
averages 
400 boxes.

The New Zenlund 
market is upon a better basis t h a n the 
Australian, as the former country nev­ 
er placed a bun on our f r u i t s . " 


The citrus canker 
first 
appeared in 
Florida and it became such a menace 
t h a t the Florida producers were threat­ 
ened with ruui in a very short 
time. 
The federal government w e n t into the 
matter, m a k i n g an appropriation 
w i t h 
which to fight the disease. T h e govern­ 
m e n t 
also 
printed 
pamphlets 
on tho 
disease, describing it and tho d a m a g e 
it causos. Tho only method of cure pre­ 
scribed is the total destruction of all 
trees infected. 
ThiB paper w a s received 
w i t h vast alarm b y tho Australian au­ 
thorities.

REPORT ON IRRIGATION EXPERIMENTS MADE 


IN COVINA GROVES BY UNIVERSITY EXPERT 


(By R. S. Vaile, Assistant Professor of Orchard Management.) 


During the past two seasons the 
•writer has been conducting a somewhat 
detailed study of irrigation 
in the 
sandy and sandy loam type of soil 
around Covina. The remarks in this 
paper will apply to only such soils, and 
not at all to the heavy types which oc­ 
cur to the southeast of Covina. 


Three groves have been 
compared, 
on very Bimilar soils, which have been 
irrigated as follows: 
( 


No. 1, 5 acre inches, every 30 days. 
No. 2, 2% acre inches, every 30 days. 
No. 3, 1% acre inches, every 15 days. 


Moisture determinations were made 
before and after each irrigation and, in 
case of the groves irrigated every 30 
days, midway between irrigations. The 
amount of moisture present in tho soil 
above the point at which tree 
swill 
•wilt was determined. The following ta­ 
ble gives a comparison of the three 
groves: 


No. 1—Before irrigution, 3.6; after 
irrigation, 8.2; between irrigations, 2.0; 
before irrigation, .6; after 
irrigation, 
5.1. 


No. 2—Before irrigation, .2; after ir­ 
rigation, 2.4; between irrigations, 1.3; 
before 
irrigation.O; 
after 
irrigation, 
5.4. 


No. 3—Before irrigation, 2.0; after 
irrigation, 
4.1; between 
irrigations, 
2.8; before irrigation, 1.3; after irriga­ 
tion, 3.6. 


Grove No. 3, after 
flfteen-day 
irriga­ 
tion, showed 4.7. 


This shows that No. 1, even though 
it received double the amount of water 
per month given either grove No. 2 or 
No. 3, was not able to hold above the 
wilting 
point 
throughout the entire 
summer. 
Grove No. 3, irrigated every 
15 days, shows what would ^eem to be 
very much better moisture conditions 
because of greater uniformity. 


A second comparison was made bo- 
tween two portions of the same grove, 
on one portion of which manure had 
been plowed, under in the spring, and 
on the other portion a commercial fer-ej 
tilizer. In the case of the portion fer­ 
tilized with stable manure, the avail­ 
able/moisture was constantly 
higher 
throughout the. summer, and the fluc­ 
tuations ^between the higher and lower 
point were much less marked. 
This 
seems another argument in -favor of 
organic manufactures. 


A third comparison was made, be­ 
tween mulched and clean 
cultivated 
portions of the same orchard to which 
the same irrigation was applied, where 
the comparison was much the same as 


in the case just cited. 
The mulched 
section was uniformly higher and the 
fluctuations, 
especially in the first of 
jthe summer, while the mulch was still 
quite thick, were less marked than with 
clean cultivation. 
This is to be ex­ 
pected because of the loss of water, 
which must result, from the surface be­ 
fore a dry soil mulch is formed. 


A fourth comparison was made be­ 
tween groves irrigated with only one 
pipe line at the head of a 600 foot fur­ 
row and a grove with an additional 
pipe line through the center, cutting 
the runs down to about 300 feet. In 
the latter cane, the moisture conditions 
in the upper and lower ends of the 
grove were quite similar 
throughout 
tho irrigation period. 
In the former 
case, with the long irrigation 
furrow, 
the irrigation water' might 
penetrate 
10 feet at t i e upper end and not over 
18 inches for Rve trees at the lower 
end. This point holds in general with 
all 
of the furrow-irrigated 
groves 
which we- have studied. 


In summarizing these various com­ 
parisons, it seems very clear to the 
writer that increasing the amount of 
water'per application is not nearly so 
much value in the particular, type of 
soil which we are discussion as is tho 
decreasing of the interval between ir­ 
rigations. 
Even 
with 
double the 
amount of water, applied at one time, 
the soil is not capable of holding suffi­ 
cient moisture to keep above the dan­ 
ger point throughout a 30-day interval. 
When it comes to economy in the use 
of water, it seems that shortening the 
length of irrigation furrows is of great­ 
er value than any other factor. A com­ 
bination of an irrigation furrow not 
over 320 feet in length with an irriga­ 
tion interval not to exceed 21 days 
should give almost ideal irrigation con­ 
ditions for this type of soil. 


In comparing amounts of water ap­ 
plied in various districts, the writer 
has been impressed with the difference 
in the terms that are in common use. 
The one way of figuring water which 
seems clear and which can be applied 
to all districts, is to figure on the acre 
inch basis, or the equivalent to rain­ 
fall inches. In a general way, a min­ 
er's inch, for 24 hours may be consid­ 
ered as % acre inch. In other words] 
if one could reduce their miner's inches 
to a 24 hour basis, and then divide by 
2, they would have the approximate 
number of acre inches. 
Where water 
is figured in gallons, it should be kept 
in mind that 27,153 gallons is equal to 
one acre inch. 


CALIFORNIA STATE AUTOMOBILE ASSOCIATION 


FAVORS BOND ISSUE EOR STATE HIGHWAYS 


The California State Automobile As­ 
sociation for the benefit, primarily of 
its members, but in the interest also of 
all automobile owners, has had an in­ 
dependent investigation made of the 
expenditures of the California highway 
commission under the $18,000,000 bond 
fund. 
The technical work was done 
by Mr. Eric Wold, civil engineer, whe­ 
lms had long and practical experience 
in road building in California. 


This report discloses the following 
nfldings in brief: 


The $18,000,000 is practically expend­ 
ed and instead of receiving and having 
a quantity of temporary macadam or 
oil macadam roads, we have 966 miles 
of 
permanent 
concrete and asphalt 
pavement and only 129 miles of tem­ 
porary oil macadam. 


We also have 395 miles of well grad­ 
ed dirt road which can be made into 
permanent highway as money is forth­ 
coming. 


To accomplish this great work, the 
commission built up a wonderfully ef­ 
ficient organization. This was not done 
in a day or a year, but by the sifting, 
trying but and education of the mem­ 
bers and units at a great expense. At 
the present time this organization pro­ 
bably handles its business at a cost of 
one-half of what it did in the first 
year of its existence. 


Great savings have been effected in 
mileage 
approximating 
200 miles. 
Grades have been materially 
reduced 
on all mountain sections and railway 
grade crossings numbering 143 elimin­ 
ated. 


The State Highway Commission made 
a gross saving pf $500,000 on purchases 
and freight reductions. 


We have examined in detail 175 con­ 
tracts and find that the unit prices are 
all reasonable and well within the lim­ 
its to bo expected for the <:lnss of work 
required and under the various local 
conditions prevailing. 


On the strength of the expert report, 
as well as other investigation made by 
the officers, the California State Auto­ 
mobile Association has resolved to en­ 
dorse the passage of Amendment 3, 
state highways act of 1915, providing 
for a further 
$15,000,000 for gaod 
road*, to be voted on November 7th, 
2916. 


Amongst many reasons that may be 
urged are the following: 


The $18,000,000 bond fund has been 
honestly and economically administer­ 
ed. 


A highly efficient organization built 
up, tried and tested is on hand for our 
further use. 


The.gaps in our Btate highway sys­ 
tem must be closed to ensure the fullest 
return on our present investment. 


Shoulders should be provided to the 
present highways to insure the travel­ 
ing public from present dangers. 


Statistics show a gain of 100 per cent 
in automobiles from 1912 to 1916, and 
mileage increased many times greater,^ change, 
while tiro sales for the same period 
only increased 50 per cent, to say 
nothing of saving in upkeep and in­ 
creased milage per gallon of gasoline. 


Cross roads as links to our present 
highways will be partly provided for 
out of the $15,000,000 new bond issue— 
$3,000,000 being set aside for aiding 
eight such links. 


Nothing that

creases accidents. 


The railways have led in this reform. 
Years ago they d i s c o v e r e d that it was 
a crime to entrust a passenger train to 
an e n g i n e e r of alcoholic tendencies, and 
that it was very bad business to take 
a chance with such an engineer on a 
freight train. Alcohol is specifically a 
oausative of an eye disease which re-

Recently the Pennsylvania 
railroad,

enors in their dining cars, met the issue 
Hqunjely and abolished the sale of li- 
uor on all their trains. 


Hrnaller corporations are being forced 
by insurance companies to practically 
the same position. All reliable corpora­ 
tions in the state of California are now 
.providing accident insurance for their 
employees. The state law makes such 
a policy absolutely necessary for the 
protection of the corporations. The 
insurance companies for self-protection 
haW been forced to inquire into the 
personal habits of the men. Recently 
the superintendent of a corporation 
said to the writer, "There is no alter­ 
native left to me. I cannot afford to 
have a man in my employ who is not 
insured. 
The insurance company re­ 
fuses to insure a man against accident 
who drinks. The result is that I find 
it necessary to discharge all men who 
drink." 


The time is not far distant when it 
will be as difficult for a man who 
drinks to secure any remunerative em­ 
ployment, as it is for a man who is 
known to bo addicted to the -morphine 
habit. 
There is not a sound economic 
argument that could be made for the 
continuance of the liquor business in 
California. 
I t reduces the profits of 
business; it reduces a man's capacity 
to earn; it reduces his capacity to se­ 
cure 
work; it robs his family of a 
[legitimate shnre of the earnings.

James Douglas, speculating on that 
pleasurable emotion which hi accompa­ 
nied by face cracking movements of 
the muscles of the physiognomy and a 
brightness of the eyes and is known 
as laughter, describes the phenomenon 
as "the human miracle" and says:

While the central powers o f Europe' 
are 
locked 
within a ring of steel 
ashore and afloat, it takes a submarine 
merchantman to deliver a million dol­ 
lar cargo of German merchandise at one 
of our ports. 
There may be dozens, 
there may be scores of these undersea 
voyagers to follow the Duutschlund's 
triumphant course and lay down in our 
markets dyestuffs and other products 
of German enterprise and genius. Yet, 
at the best, what this submarine trans­ 
portation can put into our markets will 
b e as a few drops of rain spilling out of 
the clouds into the sea. 


But when the arinioH of the old world 
have laid down their arms, when twen­ 
ty million warriors are twenty million 
workmen again, when every blockade 
has been lifted from everp port, when 
the highways of the seven seas are as 
o,pen and as free lis ever they were to 
all ships under ull flags, of the great 
powers and the small powers, of tin, 
victors and the vanquished, we shull 
not 
have 
mere 
submarine 
marvels 
seeking our shores by stealthy and 
crooked voyages, with driblet cargoes 
of 800 tons. We nhull have countless 


nrgoHies coming from the Germans and 
the Austriuns, as from the British and 
the Fronch, as from every nation that 
Irados in uny craft that can float. 


They will be coining, from the p e o ­ 
ples who are now at ponce and from 
the peoples who are now at w a r , as 
they never came b e f o r e . 
For with the 
markets o f belligerents restored to the 
world, the nations thut kept out of the 
wur can find there no rich und prosper­ 
ous buyers, as they found them before 
August, 1UM; just as now they must 
seek them here. 


And the belligerents of today sending 
their soldiers buck to work must ask of 
them, after nil they have done on the 
fields of battle, t o ilrnl, at whatever 
pains, their livings on the fields of in­ 
dustry. All, as individuals and ns na­ 
tions, will work in whatever way they 
must 
work, will do whatever 
tliiugrf 
they 
must do, will 
suffer 
whatever 
pinch they must suffer, to freight their 
fleets with products of t h e farm und 
the mine, of the mill and t h e factory, 
to get our gold—our gold which ulreaily 
is piled high in our public and private 
vaults us never gold was piled before, 
as perhaps never uguin it is to be iu the 
history of the human race. 
Thut is 


what is due when the peace 
clock 
strikes, 
beyond our present imports. 
And see what they are already. 


For the fiscal year ending with Juno 
they were, in round numbers, $2,000,- 
000,000. But since the beginning of the 
calendar year they have been coming 
at the rate of more than $2,250,000,000.. 
For several weeks they have been rush­ 
ing in at the rate of more than $2,250,- 
000,000. 


Let the war go on and this calendar 
year will surpass in imports $3,000,- 
000,000. Let the wur go on and this 
fiscal year just begun will run hundreds 
of millions beyond $3,000,000,000. 


And while the submarine merchant­ 
man, Deutschland, bringing her cargo 
of precious dyestuffs, was feeling her 
way into the waters of Chesapeake bay, 
the present control of the United States 
congress was rejecting the Republican

lose the foreign markets to the extent 
of hundreds of millions a year there 
uro no peace industries to which they 
niuy return for their bread and butter 
because the fleets of all the world will 
be pouring their cargoes into our mar 
keth.

MORE I A N 


ON FIVE- 
-ACRE STAGE AT PUENTE 


(From Los Angeles 
Times.) 


Under the auspices of the Farm Trac­ 
tor Association, embroyo " t a n k s " of 
"destruction 
were 
put through 
their 
paces as dreadnaughts of agriculture p'n 
a 500-acre stage at Puente last week.- 
I t w a s the association's second annual 
exhibition of tractors in action and it 
d r e w ' hundreds t o the little 
town to 
see plowing and other farm work done 
w i t h gasoline and crude oil as motive 
forces. 


Each tractor firm had been 
allotted 
i t s special space for operations, while 
t h e various implement, machinery and 
supply firms were more closely grouped 
at the northern entrance to the field. 


It w a s an affair de luxe of its type 
and marked a further requiem for the 
horse and mule. An eVen dozen tructov 
firms 
had 
machines on the grounds! 
These 
machines 
ranged in size 
from 
the " B a b y " Yuba and the "Waterloo 
B o y " to th egiant 
Holt's, with 
four 
b i g 
cylinders and seventy-five 
horse­ 
power. 


These last are the largest 
tractors 
made in the state for home use, al­ 
though the Blolt people admit they have 
made some six-cylinder machines of 1 2 0 
horsepower that have been sent 
east, 
and mostly to Europe. They also admit 
that these machines will go over heavy 
obstructions and over ditches—just like 
the European dispatches tell of the new 
and 
terrible 
track-laying 
armored 
" t a n k s " or turtle demons that 
have 
been creating havoc on German lines. 


The exhibit w a s staged 
under the 
auspices of the Farm Tractor Associa­ 
tion, with headquarters in Los Angeles. 
The managing committee w a s composed 
of A. F. George, 
chairman; W. H. 
Mnrsii and C. W. Martin. Last year a 
similar effort, as part of a campaign 
to educate farmers to the use of the 
tractors for all classes of agricultural 
work, bore fruit in a demonstration at 
Vail.

secured 


larger fields for operation and a place 


of easy access b y t w o transcontinental 


railroads and by automobile boulevard.

attendance the first dny, with

AnnualJValnut Crop 


At Meeting of CalifornlaWalnut Grow­ 
ers' Association Short Crop Offered 
For Sale At Increase—Foreign Esti­ 
mates Large This Tear—Local Wal­ 
nut Men Attend Meeting. 


About twelve walnut growers of the 
Puente, Covina and Bassett 
sections, 
who 
market 
their crops 
through the 
La 
Puente Walnut Growers' 
Associa­ 
tion, attended the meeting of the Cali­ 
fornia Walnut Growers' Association i/i 


L O B Angeles Wednesday. At this meet­ 
i n g which i s considered by the growers 
t o b e the most momemtous of the year, 
the 
price at which 
California 
grown 
nuts will be offered for sale was decided 
upon. 
For number I budded nuts, 1 9 
cents per pound; jumbos, 1 7 % cents 
per 
pound; 
number 
1 
soft 
shells, 


15% 
cents per pound; number 2 soft 
shells, 1 2 % cents per pound. 
This is 
an average of 2 cents a pound 
more 
than walnuts brought last year. 


A 
comprehensive resume of the wal­ 
nut situation was presented to the grow­ 
ers b y Carlyle Thorpe, manager of the 
central organization. 
From the statis­ 
tics he had compiled it appears that the 
California crop will be about 2 0 per 
cent less than 
last 
year. 
The crop 
will 
aggregate 
close to 1 2 , 5 0 0 
tons. 
The foreign crop estimate is expected 
to run about 2 0 per cent 
over 
last 
year's output. 
When it is figured that 
the 
importations 
of 
walnuts 
from 
France and Italy amounts to from 1 0 0 
per cent t o 2 0 0 per cent more than our 
entire yield in this country, it would 
appear that there will be plenty of nuts 
to supply the market this year The 
price, set b y the association is based 
primarily on the condition of the mar­ 
ket, and follows very largely the laws 
of supply and demand. 
However, im­ 
proved 
methods of sorting the com­ 
modity, and getting the nuts ready for 


market, has brought 
California 
nuts 
into decided favor in this country. I t 
is anticipated that tho entire crop will 
bo moved readily a t the price set. In 
view of the increase of price over last 
year, this year's short crop will bring 
almost as much money as the larger 
yield of a year ago. 


The 
walnuts 
that 
are 
marketed 
through the house at Puente 
average 
higher in quality 
than 
those of any 
other district *in this country. 
The La 
Puente nuts on display at the Los An­ 
geles meeting won the compliments of 
all growers in Southern California. E x ­ 
treme 
care is taken in maintaining 
grades. 
Tho chlorination 
process of 
bleaching that has been installed and 
used this year for the first time, gives 
the nuts a bright color. 
The invention 
of the vacuum sorter, that takes out 
all the dried nuts that are otherwise 
perfect in appearance, is another big 
help in putting out a high class pro­ 
duct.
